I am the present road master. I exam- 


ined the track kt Ibe wreck but could 
not find where the first car wect ofl 
One rail waa In Ibe middle of tbe track 
Tbe first maik I caw was two rail lengths 
back of where tbe rail In (lie middle of 
the track was. 


I bave no well defined theory ai to 


why the train left the track. I bad a 
theory at first that tbe severe weather 
might bave canted tbe bolts to give way 
and be (truck by tbe wbeels. Tbe loco 
motive tender ^cd mail oir may bave 
thrown tbn rail out. One of tbe two 
rails which were taken out on Sunday 
bad its end broken by the men hammer- 
log on it 


The rail in the middle ot the Irsck was 


bent at one end. I saw no broken straps. 
One rail wat replaced on Saturday after 
tbe wreck and on Sunday two other 
rails wen. replaced 
I examined tbe ties 


and considered them safe, ^o ties were 
replaceri. 
Tbe bolts were apparenily 


sheared ofl on tbe inside of the curve. 
Tbe bent rail was partially bent out. It 
was battered aud turned out. Jt was 
bent up for an Inch. Ihe upper corner 
of the same rail was battered.
